Inaugural  Aadress 

MAYOR  PAUL  A.  TOUSSAINT 


March  29,  1948 

Reverend  Clergy,  Honorable  ex-Mayors,  Gentlemen  of  the  Coun- 
cil, Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Graves  and  the  members  of  the  Junior 
High  School   Band  for   taking  part  in  tonight's   ceremony. 

It  is  a  singular  honor  for  me  tonight  to  have  taken  the  oath 
as  the  first  two-year  Mayor  in  the  City  of  Berlin.  I  have  always 
felt  that  the  one-year  term  did  not  give  any  man  sufficient  time 
within  which  to  organize  his  plans  and  carry  them  out.  Regard- 
less of  the  man,  the  first  year  is  always  a  period  of  adjustment. 
The  City  has  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  no  longer  possible 
to  familiarize  one's  self  with  all  the  problems  of  city  government 
and  with  all  the  departments  that  carry  out  your  city  government. 
The  trust  and  confidence  you  have  seen  fit  to  place  in  me  for  a 
second  time  is  an  honor  and  I  assure  you  that  your  approval  of 
my  past  administration  and  your  faith  in  the  administration  now 
beginning  will  not  be  treated  Hghtly. 

As  to  what  the  next  two  years  will  hold  for  the  people  of 
Berlin,  I  cannot,  nor  can  any  man,  make  definite  promises,  thereby 
predicting  the  future.  All  of  the  City's  activities,  functions  and 
progress  are  entirely  dependent  upon  local,  state  and  federal 
action  and  upon  the  international  situation.  But,  I  will  say  this, 
the  next  two  years  will  see  services  and  functions  at  least  equal 
to,  if  not  better  than,  last  year's.  It  was  my  belief  then,  and 
it  is  my  belief  now,  that  there  are  four,  what  I  would  term, 
principal  duties  imposed  upon  any  administration. 

The  first  is  service.  Regardless  of  the  dpeartment  involved, 
it  is  needless  to  say  that  each  and  every  department  in  the  city 
government  affects  the  public  in  some  manner.  All  department 
employees  have  in  the  past  and  will  continue  to  carry  on  their 
duties  in  an  efficient,  cooperative  and  courteous  manner.  The 
voters  of  Berlin  do  not  control  by  their  vote  the  department  heads 
and  departmental  employees  as  they  do  the  Mayor,  the  Council 
and  the  Library  Trustee.  Therefore,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Mayor 
and  Council  to  appoint  and  confirm  department  heads  who  are 
qualified  for  their  respective  positions  and  who  will  conduct  the 
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department  with  the  public  interest  and  bensfit  in  view.  In  all 
cases,  department  heads  will  conduct  their  respective  departments 
as  people  in  complete  charge  and  will  be  left  alone  and  are  not 
to  be  interfered  with  by  the  Mayor,  any  individual  councilman 
or  any  of  the  committees  of  the  Council  unless  they  are  called 
upon  to  advise  a  department  head  or  to  correct  an  error  made 
by  a  department  head.  It  would  destroy  the  efficiency  of  a  de- 
partment if  the  one  in  charge  were  subject  to  continual  inter- 
ference by  any  individual  or  group.  As  long  as  a  man  does  his 
duty,  operates  his  department  efficiently,  he  should  be  left  alone. 

The  second  point  is  protection.  Both  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  are  responsible  for  the  safety  of  each  and  every 
citizen.  The  personnel  of  these  departments,  as  well  as  of  all  the 
departments  of  the  city,  are  public  servants.  The  taxpayers  pay 
their  salaries  and  at  no  time  should  any  employee,  appointee  or 
elective  officer  of  the  city  forget  that  he  is  a  public  servant.  As 
long  as  we  have  assumed  the  responsibility  of  elective  jobs  or 
appointive  jobs  or  employment  by  the  city  in  any  form,  our  para- 
mount duty  is  to  the  people.  The  Police  and  Fire  Departments 
have  a  very  large  responsibility.  Their  equipment  will  be  the  best 
but  it  must  be  supplied  to  them  in  keeping  with  our  abihty  to  pay 
for  it  and  maintain  it.  We  are  very  fortunate  in  this  city  in  that 
we  can  say  that  in  the  past  few  years  our  fire  losses  have  been 
very  low.  It  might  be  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  year  1947 
fire  losses  in  the  City  of  Berlin  amounted  to  only  $39,000.00. 

The  third  point  is  actually  a  combination  of  the  first  two. 
At  all  times  and  under  all  conditions  services  and  work  for  the 
people  of  Berlin  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  value  received.  As  much 
as  is  humanly  possible,  you  will  receive  your  money's  worth  in 
all  ways. 

The  fourth  point  might  well  be  called  progress.  Under  this 
heading  I  would  place  expansion  of  new  industries  and  businesses. 
The  Planning  Board  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  have  made 
great  efforts  and  very  good  progress  towards  bringing  into  Berlin 
diversified  industries  designed  and  intended  to  employ  our  surplus 
labor.  The  plans  of  both  of  these  organizatoins  are  to  continue 
to  find  industries  and  interest  them  in  locating  in  Berlin.  In  the 
past  few  years  these  organizations  have  accomplished  many  things 
and  we  should  be  thankful  that  there  are  people  in  Berlin  who  are 
members  of  these  organizations  and  who  support  them  so  gen- 
erously. Under  the  same  heading  is  the  subject  of  recreation. 
The  survey,  conferences  and  investigations  have  been  completed 
by  the  Recreation  Commission  and  will  be  presented  to  the 
Council  in  the  very  near  future.     It  is  the  realization  of  the  ma- 
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jority  of  the  people  of  Berlin  that  for  a  heahhy,  progressive 
development,  recreation  is  one  of  the  important  needs.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Housing  Authority  have  also  conducted  investigations 
and  conferences  relative  to  their  subject  and  they  too  will  present 
their  report  to  the  City  Council  in  the  very  near  future. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  coming  two  years  will  see  a  responsive 
and  sensible  cooperative  spirit  among  the  members  of  the  City 
Council,  department  heads  and  city  employees  in  order  that  the 
best  interest  of  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  can  be  served. 

In  a  few  moments  I  will  appoint  the  remainder  of  the  depart- 
ment heads  and  officials.  The  first  thing  to  be  considered  by  me 
and  by  the  members  of  the  Council  is  the  right  man  in  the  right 
job.  Appointments  should  be  made  and  voted  upon  based  on 
qualifications,  experience  and  ability.  The  people  of  Berlin  expect 
us  to  exercise  sound  judgment  in  the  choice  of  department  heads 
and  other  officials  and  the  people  of  Berlin  should  not  be  let 
down.  I  hope  there  will  be  no  changes  in  our  line-up.  It  is  the 
same  squad  that  worked  so  well  last  year  and  I  have  no  reason 
to  believe  that  they  will  not  work  at  the  same  high  degree  of 
efficiency  in  the  coming  3^ear. 

I  want  the  citizens  of  Berlin  to  feel  free  at  any  time  to  make 
constructive  criticism.  We  tonight  have  taken  an  oath  to  serve 
the  people  of  Berlin  and  I  know  that  we  will  keep  faith  in  that 
oath  and  will  serve  you  to  the  best  of  our  ability.

Report  of  Relief  Department 


February  4,  1949 
To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Berlin : 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  for  the 
year  ending  January  31,   1949: 

Total  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  February  1,  1948  to 
February  1,  1949  were:  $52,678.06.  Total  refunds  and  credits  for 
the  same  year:  $3,235.71.  The  appropriation  from  the  City  budget: 
$50,000.00.  From  those  figures  we  show  an  unexpended  balance 
of  $557.65. 

Of  relief  recipients  we  count  260  cases  totaling  452  individuals 
aided  during  the  year.  The  260  cases  were  of  the  following 
catergories :  79  cases,  193  individuals  of  Direct  Relief;  30  cases 
and  103  individuals  of  Soldiers'  Aid ;  28  cases  of  Board  and  Care 
of  Adults;  3  cases  of  Board  and  Care  of  Children;  120  cases  of 
Old  Age  Assistance.  Only  one  case  was  due  for  transfer  to  the 
County  this  past  year  and  it  was  an  active  case,  in  turn  2  cases 
were  transferred  to  us  from  the  County  of  Coos. 

According  to  the  daily  records  of  the  Department,  a  total  of 
2,391  persons  made  personal  visits  to  the  office  and  a  totol  of 
2,391  persons  made  personal  visits  to  the  office  and  a  total  of 
Overseer  have  made  calls  on  each  of  the  families  requesting  re- 
lief. Thus  while  we  report  an  unexpended  balance  of  $557.65 
it  should  be  known  that  not  a  single  needy  case  has  been  over- 
looked or  rejected. 

I  wish  to  thank  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  members  of  the 
City  Council,  especially  the  Relief  Committee,  and  all  other  City 
Officials  for  their  aid  and  advice  given  me  during  my  administra- 
tion.

Report  of  Public   xV^orks 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council : 
Gentlemen : 

I  submit  herewitli  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Works 
Department   for   the   fiscal   year   ending  January   31,    1949. 

New  Streets  Constructed 

The  following  street  was  constructed  during  the  past  year. 
The  construction  operations  involved  grading,  placing  a  sub-base 
of  cinders,  the  placing  of  a  gravel  base  course,  removing  of  ledge, 
and    surfacing. 

Hutchins    Street    from    Napert    Village    to    Turcotte    Street. 

One-half  mile.  This  street  was  constructed  to  replace  the  one 
that  existed  at  a  lower  elevation  and  which  required  continuous 
maintenance  which  was  very  costly.  Although  the  fill  under  this 
new  street  is  largely  bark,  and  not  readily  acceptable  by  high- 
way engineers  for  highway  purposes  it  was  felt  that  maintenance 
costs  on  this  new  road  would  still  be  considerably  less  than  the 
costs  on  the  old  road. 

Streets    Rebuilt    and    Surfaced

Town    Road    Aid    Work 

Town  Road  Aid  Funds  were  available  to  start  rebuilding 
Western  Avenue  from  just  south  of  Legassie  Street  and  going 
north  for  a  distance  of  1,020  feet.  500  feet  of  this  has  been  com- 
pleted and  surfaced.  520  feet  of  this  project,  that  was  not  com- 
pleted, will  be  completed  this  coming  summer.  The  amount  of 
money  available  for  this  project  was  $5,523.60  of  which  the  State 
contributed  $4,418.88  and  the  City  contributed  $1,104.72.  There  is 
at  present  a  balance  of  $1,240.70  out  of  these  funds  which  will 
be  applied  to  the  funds  that  become  available  this  coming  year 
to  complete  this  project. 

Street    Patching 

Three  carloads  of  cold  patch  tar  was  used  on  street  patching 
work. 

Recommendations 

Work   should   be    continued   on   the    following   streets :    River 

Street,    Fourth    Avenue    near    Jolbert    Street    and    Sixth    Avenue, 

The  City  Council  has  approved  and  plans  are  being  prepared 
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to  resurface  Main  Street  with  a  hot  bituminous  pavement.    This 
project  will  be  done  with  City  and  Federal  Aid  Funds. 

Portland  Street  from  Willow  Street  to  Madison  Avenue 
along  the   new  recreation   area   should   be   reconstructed. 

Numerous  other  streets  in  the  city  will  need  resurfacing  this 
year. 

Walls 

A  stone  wall  was  constructed  on  Guilmette  Street  during 
the  past  year.  This  wall  is  163  feet  long  and  its  height  varies 
from  3  feet  to  11  feet.  This  project  made  it  possible  to  widen 
Guilmette   Street  to  its   full  width. 

Railroads 

The  Brown  Company  Railroad  and  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad  rebuilt  and  resurfaced  the  East  Mason  Street  crossing 
during  the  past  year,  using  a  hot  bituminous  mix  pavement.

Under   Construction 

On  December  6,  1948  work  was  started  on  the  construction 
of  a  36-inch  combined  sewer  on  the  Canadian  National  Right  of 
Way  just  east  of  Western  Avenue  and  north  of  Mink  Street. 
This  project  has  a  total  length  of  507  feet  of  which  263  feet  have 
been  laid  in  this  fiscal  year.  This  project,  when  completed,  will 
eliminate  a  health  menace,  as  the  sewage  from  Western  Avenue 
and  First  Avenue  empties  into  an  open  brook  which  will  now  be 
enclosed. 
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The  Williamson  Avenue  sewer  was  laid  in  this  fiscal  year 
but  the  backfilling  and  cleaning  up  cannot  be  completed  until  the 
coming  construction  season. 

Miscellaneous    Sewer   Work 

A  considerable  number  of  manholes  and  catch  basins  were 
installed  on  existing  sewers   during  the   past  year. 

A  system  of  inspection  of  sewers  was  started  this  year  and 
has  shown  beneficial  results. 

Recommendations 

Recommendations  will  be  made  in  the  report  to  the  Council 
when  the  sewer  survey  has  been  completed. 

Recreational    Facilities 
Community  Club   Field: 

In  June,  1948  this  field  was  seeded,  using  Public  Works  per- 
sonnel and  equipment  and  the  assistance  of  Mr.  S.  D.  Story  of 
the   Brown   Company. 

Memorial  Field   (Willow  Street   Park)  : 

The  work  that  was  started  in  the  fall  of  1947  on  this  project 
was  continued  during  the  past  construction  season.  This  depart- 
ment made  its  equipment,  experienced  personnel  and  its  super- 
vising personnel  available  in  order  to  keep  the  cost  to  the  city 
down  to  a  minimum.  The  Park  Commission  was  billed  actual 
cost  for  this  department's  labor,  bare  operating  costs  for  its 
equipment,  while  there  were  no  charges  presented  for  supervisory 
personnel. 

This  was  an  extensive  project  of  which  the  main  items  were 
fill,  grading,  removal  of  1400  yds.  of  ledge,  loam  placing  opera- 
tions, the  construction  of  a  retaining  wall,  the  erection  of  a  fence, 
the  erection  of  the  light  poles,  and  the  laying  of  288  feet  of  6-inch 
sewer  pipe  mentioned  in  another  part  of  the  report,  under  Port- 
land  Street. 

Central  Park: 

This  department  made  available  equipment  that  was  neces- 
sary to  load,  place,  and  grade  the  loam  for  this  project  which  is 
planned  as  a  playground. 

Skating    Rink: 

This  department  loaded,  placed  and  graded  fill  for  a  skating 
rink  in  Ward  Two  near  Memorial  Field.  The  value  of  this  work 
was  over  $400.  This  work  was  done  with  Public  Works  De- 
partment funds.  This  area  can  be  used  for  automobile  parking 
during  the  summer  season. 

Parks 

Personnel  was  continually  assigned  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
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parks.  Although  this  is  a  function  of  the  Park  Commission,  ac- 
cording to  the  City  Charter,  this  department  assumed  the  financial 
obligations  incurred. 

Cemetery 
The  maintenance  of  the  cemeteries  was  carried  on  as  usual. 
During  the  past  year  a  new  chain  link  fence  was  erected  at  the 
new  cemetery  and  this  has  improved  its  appearance. 

Reconninendation 

The  City  has  no  other  choice  except  to  obtain  additional 
land   for   a   cemetery  this   coming  year. 

Bridges 

Steel  sheets  were  placed  on  the  Berlin  Mills  Bridge  during 
the  past  year  to  prevent  vehicles  from  splashing  water  on  pedes- 
trians using  the  bridge  sidewalk. 

Recommendation 

The  Mason  Street  bridge  will  have  to  be  painted  this  year. 

Traffic    Signs 

The  making  and  erection  of  traffic  signs  was  done  through- 
out the  year   as   conditions  warranted. 

Street    Name    Signs 

The  erection  of  street   name  signs  was   started  this  year. 

Recommendation 

It  is  recommended  that  this  project  be  continued  so  that  in 
a  few  years  our  city  streets  will  all  be  properly  identified. 

Public   Schools 

The  erection  of  a  chain  link  fence  was  started  at  the  King 
School  during  the  past  construction  season. 

Recommendation 

The  erection  of  additional  fence  should  be  done  next  year 
in  order  to  complete  the  project  properly. 

Airport 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared  for  certain  im- 
provements on  the  airport. 

Mechanic   Street   Garage 

A  chain  link  fence  that  was  received  in  1947  was  erected 
during  the  past  year  and  has  improved  the  appearance  of  this 
location. 

Garbage  and  Ash   Removal 

This  work  was  carried  on  as  usual. 

Certain  repairs  had  to  be  made  to  the  incinerator. 
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Street  Cleaning 

Crews  were  put  out  in  the  early  spring  to  clean  the  streets 
of  the  accumulation  of  cinders  and  sand  from  the  winter  months. 
With  the  arrival  of  the  new  sweeper  the  streets  were  kept  clean 
without  the  necessity  of  using  manual  labor. 

Snow  Removal 

This  was  an  item  that  did  not  amount  to  much  during  the 
past  year.  There  was  only  one  storm  in  the  last  half  of  the 
fiscal  year.  It  has  been  necessary  to  send  out  the  sanding  crew 
more  than  usual  due  to  the  very  light  snowfalls. 

It  was  necessary  to  construct  a  new  snow  unloading  plat- 
form during  the  past  year.  This  was  done  on  Public  Service 
Company  property  just  south  of  the  new  Brodie  Smith  Power 
Station. 

Equipment 

It  was  found  necessary  for  the  department  to  purchase  the 
following   equipment   during   the   past   year : 

One  sweeper. 

One  34-yd.  shovel  with  backhoe  attachment. 

One  tar  kettle. 

Two  sand  spreaders. 

One  portable  steam  boiler. 

Operating    Costs 

The  cost  of  operating  this  department  is  still  increasing  with 
no  increase  in  the  personnel  load.  Wage  rates  have  increased 
1^%  since  1945  and  27.5%  over  April,  1947.  Material  costs  have 
also  increased  considerably,  averaging  about  10%  over  1947. 

Personnel 

The  personnel  of  the  department  have  carried  out  their  duties 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  and  deserve  credit  for  the  accom- 
plishments of  the  past  year. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Council  give  consideration  to 
bettering  the  retirement  system  and  also  to  make  more  satis- 
factory arrangements  covering  personnel  injured  on  the  job. 
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Conclusion 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  thank  the  Mayor  and  Council,  City 
Officials,  the  Berlin  Water  Works,  the  Brown  Compan}^,  Public 
Service  Company  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the  Division  Engineer 
of  the  State  Highway  Department  for  the  cooperation  extended 
to  me  in  the  carrying  out  of  my  duties.  I  also  want  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  S.  D.  Story  and  D.  O'Brien  for  the  expert 
advice  and  assistance  rendered  me  in  connection  with  the  recrea- 
tion project.

Report  of  Fire  Department 


Public    Safety 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Berlin  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1949. 

During  the  year  the  Department  answered  456  calls,  212  fires 
on  buildings  and  contents,  40  burning  grass,  26  dump  fires,  24 
automobile  fires,  19  false  alarms,  39  miscellaneous  calls  such  as 
flooding  skating  rinks,  locked  doors,  wetting  baseball  fields,  etc., 
and  96  ambulance  calls. 

The  Department  traveled  806  miles,  worked  219  hours  and  Z1 
minutes  at  fires,  and  used  the  following  material:  2,025  feet  of 
ladders,  24,470  ft.  of  54-in.  booster  hose,  31,248  gallons  of  water 
from  booster  tanks,  20,100  ft.  of  2^-in.  hose,  3,450  ft.  of  1^-in, 
hose,  90  lbs.  of  CO-2  Alfite,  and  1^  gallons  of  pyrene. 

The  fire  loss  for  the  year  was  very  low  considering  the 
present  cost  of  material  and  supplies  and  was  as  follows  :  Loss 
on  calls  Department  answered,  buildings  $12,742.24,  on  contents 
$23,745.60.  Department  not  called,  buildings  $1,169.83,  on  con- 
tents $3,577.31.  or  a  total  of  $41,234.98. 

Value  of  buildings  involved  was  $551,148.00  and  contents 
$294,900.00  for  a  total  of  $846,048.00. 

I  recommend  that  the  City  make  provisions  to  accept  the 
recommendations  of  the  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  Company,  who 
have  completed  a  survey  of  our  needs,  to  replace  the  present  49- 
year-old  obsolete  system,  which  is  very  undependable,  and  with 
insufficient  alarm  boxes  for  the  minimum  protection  of  our  citi- 
zens in  most  areas.  The  cost  to  install  this  new  system  is  esti- 
mated at  about  $42,000.00,  complete  with  outside  work  which  will 
be  done  b}^  our  city  electrician.  All  inside  installations  will  be 
completed  by  the  Gamewell  Company. 

I  also  recommend  that  all  outmoded  and  obsolete  equipment 
which  is  unsafe,  be  replaced  before  it  is  too  late. 

The  Berlin  Fire  Department  has  been  very  fortunate  in  keep- 
ing the  fire  loss  so  low  under  the  fire  hazards  that  prevail  in 
the   city. 

The  taxpayers  are  welcome  at  all  times  to  inspect  the  Fire 
Station  and  equipment,  and  see  how  their  money  is  spent  for 
public   safety. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Mayor, 
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Fire  Committee,  City  Council,  and  all  other  departments  of  the 
City  Government,  and  residents  of  the  City  of  Berlin  for  the  many 
favors  shown  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

•February   10,   1949 
To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council,  City  of  Berlin,  N.  H. : 
Gentlemen : 

Your  water  system,  by  its  nature,  is  a  widespread  operation. 
Some  fortjr-three  miles  of  distribution  pipe  lines  and  eleven  miles 
of  transmission  mains,  together  with  storage  reservoirs,  filter  plant, 
purification  plants,  booster  pumps,  etc.,  prepare  the  water  for 
public  consumption.  Interesting  as  plants  and  reservoirs  may 
be,  they  are  practically  all  ofif  the  beaten  track  as  far  as  the 
average  citizen  is  concerned,  so  that  the  general  water  taker  has 
very  little  knowledge  of  the  scope  in  bringing  water  to  their  tap. 

The  costs  of  municipal  water  services  are  made  up  of:  running 
expense,  which  includes  material  and  labor  for  operation  and 
maintenance ;  capital  charges,  as  interest  and  bond  retirement ; 
and  expenditures  for  enlargement  and  major  replacements  in  the 
system. 

Water  rate  structures  must  provide  for  all  these  items. 
Within  the  past  decade  materials  have  increased  more  than  100 
percent  with  wages  almost  as  much.  However,  we  have  been 
exceedingly  fortunate  in  that  additional  sales  of  water  have  made 
it  possible  for  us  to  continue  along  at  regular  rates  for  the  en- 
suing year  at  least. 

Your  plant,  as  you  know,  is  very  heavily  bonded,  some  $340,000 
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still  outstanding  from  an  initial  issue  of  $700,000  in  1925.  Thirty- 
six  percent  of  gross  income  is  used  annually  to  gradually  retire 
the  issue.  Final  payment  being  1960.  American  Water  Works 
statistics  recommend  that  a  maximum  of  not  over  twenty-three 
percent  of  gross  income  be  used  for  debt  service. 

The  deficiency  in  rainfall  of  seven  inches,  or  eighteen  per- 
cent in  1947  and  more  so  in  1948,  together  with  shortage  of  snow 
fall  during  the  winter  of  1948  brought  much  anxiety  to  your 
Board,  so  based  upon  previous  years  of  ground  water  investiga- 
tions and  studies,  an  additional  source  of  water  supply  was  com- 
pleted and  of  valuable  use  before  the  year  was  out. 

The  auxiliary  supply  is  pumped  from  the  subterranean  water 
reservoir  below  the  ground  surface  through  a  24-inch  caisson 
type  gravel  packed  well,  directly  into  the  distribution  piping  sys- 
tem. Equipment  consists  of  a  50-H.P.  vertical  type  direct  con- 
nected, five  stage  deep  well  pump,  extending  forty-nine  feet  be- 
low the  earth's  surface  with  housing  facilities,  and  located  upon 
a  one  acre  tract  of  land  in  the  so-called  Smith  field.  Pump  is 
designed  for  one  million  gallons  daily,  but  due  to  small  distri- 
bution mains  only  one-half  this  amount  is  available  at  the  present 
time.  However,  our  long  term  program  for  improvements  in- 
clude relaying  of  7,000  feet  of  six-inch  main  line,  with  ten-inch 
pipe,  so  that  full  benefit  may  be  realized. 

The  value  of  this  auxiliary  supply  was  realized  during  the 
month  of  September,  when  shortage  of  water  reached  so  critical 
a  point  that  rationing  was  considered.  The  new  well  was  still 
incomplete  as  to  pumping  equipment,  but  through  the  help  and 
excellent  cooperation  of  your  Fire  Department,  fire  engines 
were  used  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  to  pump  from  the  well 
direct   into  the   City  main   lines. 

New    Storehouse 

This  new  addition,  although  not  completed,  is  ready  for  oc- 
cupation, and  we  expect  to  move  January  first.  Six  thousand 
six  hundred  square  feet  of  floor  space  is  available  and  is  plenty 
large  enough  to  house  all  department  equipment.  After  twenty- 
five  years  of  operation  as  a  municipal  water  works,  this  certainly 
is  a  worthwhile  achievement  as  next  year  will  be  our  first  to 
have  centralized  storehouse  quarters.  We  have  been  exceedingly 
fortunate,  however,  and  thankful  for  the  generositj^  of  the  past 
mayors  and  City  fathers  for  continuing  to  provide  housing  and 
storage  facilities   for  our  operating  equipment. 

The  United  States  Forest  Service  came  to  our  aid  with  ad- 
ditional   help    on    the    Ammonoosuc    water    supply    this    year    by

rebuilding  our  branch  road  extending  from  the  main  road  to  the 
Godfrey  reservoir.  The  road  was  originally  built  and  maintained 
by  the  Department.    This  improvement  saved  us  about  $2,000. 

We  mourn  the  loss,  this  year,  of  A.  W.  O'Connell.  "Hank," 
as  we  called  him,  served  as  clerk  of  our  Board  since  his  appoint- 
ment in  1944  by  Mayor  Carl  Morin  and  re-appointment  again  in 
1948  by  Mayor  Toussaint,  until  his  death,  November  5,  1948. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  various  departments  of  the  City  for 
the  excellent  cooperation  given  us  during  the  year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

February    14,    1949 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  City  of  Berlin,  N.  H. 
Gentlemen  : 

This  year  was  one  of  the  most  active  in  the  last  decade. 
Forty-six  new  services  were  laid.  Thirty-five  were  new  buildings. 
Four  new  street  extensions  were  opened  up  requiring  more  than 
1,000  feet  of  new  mains.  Thirty-four  old  services  were  relaid 
with  new  pipes. 

Centralized   Storehouse 

We  take  great  pride  in  progress  made  on  the  new  storehouse. 
The  building  is  of  brick  and  cinder  block  construction,  with  steel 
truss  roof  and  floor  supports,  concrete  floors,  and  oil  heating 
plant.  With  the  exception  of  brick  layers,  and  heating  plant, 
entire  construction  was  done  with  our  own  crew.  Balance  of 
work  to  be  done  are  partition  walls,  and  part  of  the  plumbing. 
This  work  is  also  being  done  gradually  by  our  own  crew. 

Auxiliary   Water   Supply 

Contract  for  the  caisson  type  well  upon  our  lot  on  the  Victor

Smith  farm  was  given  to  the  D.  L.  Maher  Company  of  Cam- 
bridge, Mass.,  for  the  sum  of  $4,875.  Pumping  equipment  was  set, 
building  erected  over  the  well,  and  laying  of  pipe  all  completed 
by  our  own  crew.  Pumping  from  this  source  will  be  done  only 
in  an  emergency.  Due  to  the  present  line  into  town  being  6-inch 
in  diameter,  quantities  are  limited.  We  hope  to  replace  about 
1,000  feet  with  10-inch  pipe  this  coming  summer.  Output  will 
be  increased  40,000  gallons  per  day.  Upon  complete  replacement, 
capacity  will  be  one  million  gallons  daily. 

Maintenance  work  has  gone  on  as  usual  this  year,  but  due 
to  the  drought,  replacements  of  several  sections  of  the  main  Hne 
wooden  stave  pipe  had  to  be  postponed.  However,  the  1949 
budget  is  incorporated  in  this  report  and  proposed  replacements 
and  improvements  listed.  Funds  are  earmarked  for  this  work  and 
with  weather  permitting  we  hope  to  begin  major  operations  in 
the   early  spring. 

There  is  still  some  work  to  be  done  before  our  plant  will  be 
in  line  with  recommendations  made  by  the  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters.  This  work  is  listed,  however,  together  with 
other  recommendations,  and  as  funds  permit  we  hope  to  see  them 
completed. 

In  closing,  and  in  behalf  of  the  members  of  your  Department, 
I  wish  to  thank  the  Water  Board,  Fire  Department,  Public  Works 
Department,  and  other  City  departments  for  the  many  courtesies 
extended  to  us  during  the  year.

Report  of   Parks  and   Playgrounds 


January  31,  1949 
To  His   Honor,  the   Mayor,   and   Members   of   the   City   Council: 

Gentlemen : 

We  hereby  submit  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Parks  and 
Plaj'grounds  Commission  of  the  City  of  Berlin. 

Recreation  in  the  City  of  Berlin  was  given  added  life  and 
meaning  to  the  citizens  of  this  city  when  the  Mayor  and  Council 
authorized  a  $100,000  bond  issue  for  permanent  recreation,  and 
public  improvement. 

Community  Field  was  loamed  and  seeded  in  June  and  as  a 
result  this  field  was  not  used  for  any  recreational  activity  this 
year.  The  fence  was  painted  during  the  summer,  improving  the 
appearance  of  the  field.  In  the  early  fall  this  field  was  reseeded 
and  rolled  to  insure  a  better  crop  of  grass  for  next  summer. 
The  dry  weather  that  we  had  this  past  summer  did  not  aid  the 
spring  operations. 

Central  Park  was  loamed,  fertilized,  seeded  and  rolled  this 
fall  in  preparation  for  use  as  a  playground  this  coming  summer. 
Playground  apparatus  has  been  purchased  to  equip  this  play- 
ground to  satisfy  the  recreation  needs  of  this  area. 

The  major  construction  work  was  done  at  Willow  Street, 
which  is  now  known  as  Memorial  Field.  There  was  a  consider- 
able amount  of  ledge  to  be  removed  in  this  area.  A  great  amount 
of  fill  of  gravel  and  loam  was  put  in  to  bring  the  field  to  a  level. 
A  retaining  wall  was  built  along  Portland  Street,  and  a  Beth- 
anized  steel  wire  fence  encloses  the  field.  Memorial  Field  is  also 
equipped  with  a  160  unit  floodlight  system  for  night  baseball  and 
football  games.  Portable  bleachers  to  accommodate  3000  persons 
were  purchased.  There  are  three  sections  of  bleachers ;  the  one 
600  section  will  be  located  behind  the  backstop,  and  one  of  two 
1,200  sections  will  be  located  on  the  first  base  line,  and  the 
second  section  will  be  placed  along  the  third  base  line.  These 
bleachers  are  movable,  so  that  they  can  be  re-arranged  for  foot- 
ball games. 

Memorial  Park  was  graded,  fertilized,  scarified,  harrowed, 
seeded  and  rolled,  so  that  the  field  would  be  available  for  the 
1949   season.     Along   the   fence   various    shrubs,   such   as    Honey- 
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suckle,  Lilac,  Coral  Berry,  Privet  and  Mock  Orange,  were  planted. 
A  number  of  Colorado  Spruce,  Norwegian  Spruce,  and  White 
Pine  trees  were  also  planted  to  add  beauty,  cover  and  shade  to 
Memorial   Park. 

The  River  Street  side  of  Memorial  Park  was  filled  in  with 
gravel  to  provide  space  for  parking  and  also  serve  as  a  skating 
area. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  supervised  playground  activities 
were  held  on  the  following  areas:  Brown  School,  King  School, 
Bartlett  School  and  Marston  School.  The  attendance  at  these 
areas  is  as  follows  : 

Bartlett  School  operated  35  days  during  the  summer  for  a 
grand  total  of  2,905  participants.  This  gives  an  average  of  83 
youngsters  per  day  in  attendance. 

Brown  School  operated  35  days ;  total  of  2,266  participants ; 
daily  average  64  youngsters. 

Marston  was  open  33  days,  total  attendance  of  2,515  young- 
sters, for  a  daily  average  attendance  of  76. 

King  School  was  open  31  days ;  total  attendance  of  2,331 
youngsters,  for  a   daily  average   of  70. 

Three  baseball  leagues  were  in  operation  for  a  part  of  the 
summer  at  Memorial  Park.  Two  leagues,  one  of  five  teams,  and 
one  of  four  teams  were  composed  of  Junior  High  School  boys. 
The  Senior  League  of  High  School  boys  consisted  of  four  teams. 
Each  team  had  a  roster  of  12  to  18  men,  bringing  the  number  of 
participants  in  this  league  to  over  200  boys. 

A  series  of  five  band  concerts  were  held  at  Central  Park 
during  the  summer  with  an  average  attendance  of  700  people 
per  concert. 

A  series  of  Square  Dances  were  held  during  the  summer  in 
various  sections  of  the  city.  The  first  was  held  at  Central  Park 
with  an  attendance  of  approximately  900  people.  The  second 
dance  was  held  at  the  Grand  Trunk  Station  with  an  attendance 
of  over  1,200  people.  The  third  was  held  at  Brown  School  and 
the  attendance  at  this  function  approximated  1,300  people.  The 
fourth  dance,  held  on  Goebel  Street,  drew  a  crowd  of  approxi- 
mately 600  people.  Louis  Catello  and  his  orchestra  furnished  the 
music  with  Alonzo  LaBonte  doing  the  calling.  A  wealth  of 
talent  was  found  at  these  dances  and  many  of  these  people 
performed   at   these   dances. 

The  Park  Commission  furnished  lifeguards  for  the  swim- 
ming program  at  Moose  Brook  Park  which  was  sponsored  by  the 
Rotary  Club  of  Berlin  and  the  Local  Union  No.  75  A.  F.  of  L.  The 
organizations    paid   for   the   transportation    of   the   youngsters    to 
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Moose  Brook  Park.  The  week  by  week  attendance  was  as 
follows  :  20-28-74-135-55  and  the  last  day  of  the  program  a  fish- 
ing tournament  was  held  and  approximately  180  youngsters  en- 
tered   into   this    contest. 

To  provide  skating  and  hockey  facilities,  four  areas  were 
prepared  with  portable  interchangeable  side  boards.  The  size  of 
the  four  rinks  are  as  follows : 

Green   Street,   108  ft.xl32  ft. 

Memorial   Park,   108  ftxl20  ft. 

Brown    School,   12  ft.x96  ft. 

Hutchins   Street,  60  ft.xl32  ft. 

A  hockey  league  of  six  teams  was  formed  to  provide  com- 
petition among  the  grammar  schools  of  the  City  of  Berlin.  Games 
were  scheduled  for  Saturday  mornings.  A  physical  examination 
was  given  to  all  boys,  participating  in  this  league. 

Recommendations 
Community    Field: 

Community  Field  is  large  enough  for  one  baseball  field 
and  two  softball  diamonds.  All  is  required  is  the  cutting  out  of 
the  infield  and  replacing  of  clay  for  the  aprons  and  base  Hnes. 
Backstops  are  required  for  these  three  fields.  The  brick  build- 
ing at  the  outer  edge  of  the  field  needs  much  repair  work  to  put 
it  into  condition.  Lavatory  facilities  for  both  men  and  women 
are  needed.  Besides  serving  the  people  and  children  who  use 
Community  Field,  it  will  provide  for  the  children  using  Central 
Park  Playground. 
Central   Park: 

This  area  requires  approximately  750  feet  of  4-foot  fencing 
to  protect  the  youngsters  using  this  playground.  Equipment  has 
been  purchased,  such  as  baby  swings,  see  saws,  slides,  basketball 
backboards,  and  will  be  installed  this  spring.  Trees  and  shrubs 
are  needed  in  this  area  to  provide  shade  and  beauti\ 
Memorial   Field: 

Toilet,  shower,  and  locker  room  facilities  are  needed  for  this 
area.  Since  the  stone  building  and  the  accompanying  L-shaped 
building  has  been  leased  for  manufacturing  purposes,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  erect  a  building  for  that  purpose  to  comply  with  the 
sanitary  code  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  It  is  also  ad- 
visable to  have  a  small  building  for  a  concession  stand,  for  the 
sale  of  soft  drinks,  candy,  etc.,  to  the  spectators  who  attend  the 
games  at  this  area.  This  will  be  a  source  of  revenue  for  the 
Commission. 

The  parking  area  needs   enlarging  to  accommodate  the  cars 
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and  to  prevent  parking  on  River  Street,  Madison  and  Willard. 
This  can  also  serve  a  dual  purpose  as  a  skating  or  hockey  rink 
in  the  winter. 

The  undeveloped  area  leading  from  Memorial  Field  to  Mount 
Jasper  requires   more   fill  and   development  to  provide   park   and 
playground    space. 
Brown    School: 

The  gravel  and  ash  surface  should  be  removed,  and  a  fill 
in  of  loam  to  replace  the  ashes.  A  small  retaining  wall  is  needed 
along  the  boundary  line  of  the  houses  to  maintain  the  level. 
More  playground  equipment  is  needed,  especially  to  satisfy  the 
younger  children.  Trees  and  shrubs  should  be  planted  to  pro- 
vide beauty  and  shade. 

Hutchins  Street: 

The  Brown  Company  has  deeded  the  area  bounded  by  Hut- 
chins,  Belknap,  Carroll  and  Lancaster  Streets  to  the  City.  This 
area  will  serve  the  children  of  the  East  Side  with  the  minimum 
playground  requirements.  However,  this  area  will  need  much 
work  to  put  it  into  the  shape  of  a  playground.  It  requires  the 
re-aligning  of  sewers,  fill  of  loam  and  seeding.  Also  needs  a 
general  cleaning  out  of  rubbish.  Playground  equipment  should 
be  installed  for  the  benefit  of  the  j'ounger  children. 
Bartlett    School   Area: 

This  is  a  very  large  area  in  need  of  development,  and  con- 
siderable work  must  be  done  to  level  this  area,  or  terrace  it  into 
two  sections.  The  area  is  large  enough  for  a  fair-sized  play- 
ground to  accommodate  many  children  and  adults  who  live  in 
the  vicinity. 

With  the  facilities  such  as  Community  Field  and  Memorial 
Park  the  athletic  activities  of  Berlin  should  be  on  the  rise.  These 
facilities  will  provide  opportunity  for  both  development  of  skills 
and  character  of  the  player,  and  pure  enjoyment  for  the  spectator. 

Central  Park  will  provide  recreational  activities  for  young 
and  old,  for  active  and  passive  games,  and  in  addition  will 
further  enhance  the  playground  season. 

For  further  development  of  the  recreation  program,  it  is 
suggested  that  a  City  Orchestra  be  organized,  to  provide  oppor- 
tunity and  pleasure  for  the  participant  and  provide  listening 
pleasure  for  the  listener.  A  Dramatic  group  would  further  de- 
velop the  social  pride  of  Berlin.  More  activities  will  be  added 
to  the  recreation  program  as  soon  as  feasible. 
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The  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commission  is  appreciative  of 
the  assistance  rendered  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  and  all 
departments  of  the  City,  Brown  Company,  Public  Service,  and 
to  the  many  individuals  in  the  community  for  their  contributions 
in  the  effort  to  provide  recreation  in  Berlin.

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REPORT   OF   HEALTH   OFFICER 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council  and  the  Members  of 

the  Board  of  Health : 

I  herewith  have  the  honor  and  privilege  to  submit  the  city's 
thirty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  Health  Department  activities 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1948. 

Permit  me  to  acknowledge  with  sincere  appreciation  the  un- 
ending support  and  cooperation  received ;  and  also  the  profound 
interest  taken  by  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  members  of  the  City  Council, 
the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 

I  vv'ish  to  acknowledge  also  the  splendid  cooperation  received 
from  the  members  of  the  medical  and  dental  profession  ;  the  hos-* 
pitals,  official  and  un-official  organizations  and  social  agencies, 
the  press,  the  public  spirited  citizens,  and  last,  but  not  least, 
the  loAal  staff. 

DEPARTMENTAL  FUNCTIONS 
1— MEDICAL   SERVICE 

1  VENEREAL  DISEASE.  The  control  of  all  such  diseases  can 
best  be  accomplished  througlt  the  cooperation  of  all  physicians 
and  citizens  of  the  City  of  Berlin.  Several  interviews  were  held 
during   the   year   resulting   in   a   number   of   "V.   D.    Contact" 

*  investigations.  Information  regarding  all  cases  remains  strictly 
confidential;  such  is  required  by  state  statutes.  There  were  5 
persons  quarantined  at  the  Coos  Countj^  Farm  Hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  Venereal  Disease. 

2  TUBERCULOSIS.  During  the  "Chest  X-Ray  Survey,"  con- 
ducted here  by  the  State  Health  Department  from  September 
27th  to  October  9th,  35  persons  received  notification  of  chest 
condition,  indicative  of  further  investigations.  The  New  Hamp- 
shire Tuberculosis  Association,  active  in  the  fight  against 
tuberculosis  in  this  state,  conducted  4  clinics  in  Berlin  during 
the  year.  Three  cases  of  active  tuberculosis  were  found  and 
all   are   receiving   treatment. 

3  IMMUNIZATIONS. 

A  Smallpox  Clinic — Three  clinics  were  held  during  May  with 
a  total  of  248  children  being  vaccinated.  This  is  a  de- 
crease of  54  from  last  year. 

B  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Whooping  Cough  Clinic — 3  injections 
are  necessary  for  complete  immunization.  There  were  268 
children  who  received  the  complete  treatment. 

C     Diphtheria  Toxoid — Two  toxoid  clinics  were  held  in   Feb- 
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ruary  and  March.     280  children  received  the  single  dose 

treatment   of  alum  precipitated  toxoid. 
Note:    Biologicals   are  stored  at  the  Health   Department  and 
are  available,  to  all  physicians  of  this   citj^   (free  of  charge) 
on   demand. 

4    NURSING   SERVICE 

A  District  Nursing — The  City  of  Berlin  is  divided  into  two 
separate  districts,  namely  District  No.  1  and  District  No. 
2.  We  have  three  district  nurses  servicing  the  entire 
communit}^  District  nurses  assist  the  physicians  at  all 
Maternal  and  Child  Health  Clinics  and  all  other  immuniza- 
tion clinics  sponsored  by  the  Health  Department.

49  clinics  were  held  during  the  year  with  a  total  of 
642  babies  attending.     (Ages  1  week  to  1  year).

B  Pre-School  Clinics — These  clinics  are  held  monthly  on 
the  first  Tuesday  at  1  :30  p.  m.  at  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. 11  clinics  were  held  during  1948  with  a  total  of 
134  pre-school  children  attending.  (Ages  1  year  to 
7  years).

Note:  The  importance  of  the  work  of  a  group  of  ladies  known 
as  the  Berlin  Child  Hj'giene  Association  can  hardly  be  over- 
estimated from  the  standpoint  of  Child  Health  in  this  city. 
Both  baby  and  pre-school  clinics  owe  their  existence  to  this 
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voluntary  organization  which  suppHes,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Berhn  Health  Department,  medical  supervision  for  children 
from  birth  up  to  school  age.  We  wish  to  thank  the  Berlin 
Child  Hygiene  Association  for  making  these  clinics  possible. 
DENTAL  SERVICES.  The  importance  of  dental  services 
and  treatment  for  lower  grade  children  can  never  be  over- 
emphasized. The  City  of  Berlin  has  at  present  two  programs 
for  this  work.  First,  the  public  schools  are  serviced  under 
the  "Public  School  Dental  Program";  Second,  the  "Parochial 
School  Dental  Program"  (sponsored  with  funds  received  from 
the  Berlin  Business  and  Professional  Women's  Club)  servicing 
all  parochial  schools.  This  program  is  managed  by  the 
Parochial  School  Nurse.  She  also  has  the  responsibility  of 
recording  all  appointments  made  for  children  receiving  dental 
treatment.  For  the  period  of  January,  1948  to  June,  1948, 
38  parochial  school  children  received  dental  treatments  under 
this  program. 

MENTAL  HYGIENE.  This  phase  of  public  health  in  Berlin 
is  known  as  the  "State  of  New  Hampshire  Mental  Hygiene 
and  Child  Guidance  Clinic."  This  type  of  clinics  are  held 
every  3  months  at  the  Health  Department.  All  said  clinics 
are  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Anna  L.  Philbrook,  psychiatrist, 
and  Dr.  Ursula  Saunders,  pediatrician ;  both  physicians  are 
from   the    State   Health   Department. 

CRIPPLED  CHILDREN  SERVICES 

A     Orthopedic   Treatment   Clinic.     Held    every   3rd   Friday   of 
each  month  at  the  Health  Department.     These  clinics  are 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Bullock,  physiotherapist.  State 
of  New  Hampshire  Health  Department,  assisted  by  Miss 
Loretta   Brassard,   R.   N.,  Field  Nurse,   State   Health   De- 
partment. 
B     Orthopedic  Clinic.     Held  every  3  months  at  the  St.  Louis 
Hospital.     Said  clinics  are  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Ezra 
Jones,  Orthopedic  Specialist,  State  Health  Department. 
HAYFEVER  CONTROL.     We  are  taking  active  part  in  the 
current  hayfever  studies  being  conducted  by  the  State  Health 
Department.     During  the  pollen  seasons  (latter  part  of  March 
until   the    end   of    the   growing   season)    airborne    pollens    are 
collected  by  means  of  slides.     These  slides  are  changed  daily 
and  forwarded  to  the  State  Health   Department  for  analysis 
and  study.     Berlin  is  known  as  sampling  station  No.  2. 
COMMUNICABLE   DISEASE   CONTROL.     Although  many 
measures  may  be  used  for  the  control  of  communicable  dis- 
eases, all  of  them  may  be  classified  under  the  headings  : 
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1  Preventing   spread   of   the   disease. 

2  Increasing  the  resistance  of  the  new  host. 

3  Minimizing   the    ill   effects    of   cases    that    have    not    been 
prevented. 

Each  of  these  measures  is  largely  complementary  to  the  other 
two;  combination  of  them  constitutes  the  usual  control  pro- 
gram as  applied  to  any  specific  disease.  However,  prompt 
reporting  is  desirable  and  thus  by  eliminating  the  source  of 
infection  can  the  spread  be  curbed.  Other  measures  of  isola- 
tion and  quarantine,  as  required  by  state  statute,  for  infected 
persons,  are  followed  v/henever  the  need  exists,  (e.  g.  Ex- 
clusion from  school  and  the  required  issuance  of  re-admission 
certificates).  Whenever  necessary,  laboratory  methods  are 
used  to  determine  the  necessary  period  of  isolation. 

10  SIGHT  CONSERVATION.  Through  the  efforts  and  co- 
operation of  all  personnel  concerned  with,  and  responsible  for, 
children  in  Berlin,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Sight  Con- 
servation Program  has  continued  to  service  the  community. 
Supplementing  the  above  services,  the  Catholic  Charities  of 
New  Hampshire  have  played  an  active  part  in  Sight  Con- 
servation   in    our    city. 

II.     INSPECTION  AND   CONTROL  SERVICES 
1     FOOD   INSPECTION 

A  Milk,  Cream,  Ice  Cream,  Cheese  Products.  Analysis  of 
these  dairy  products  requires  constant  impartial  watchful- 
ness. The  bacteria  counts  of  milk  distributed  in  this  city 
have  been  very  good.  Important  also  is  the  perio'dic  in- 
spection of  farms,  and  dairies.  This  department  is  in- 
debted to  Mr.  William  Oakman,  State  Health  Inspector 
for  the  Northern  District,  for  the  splendid  cooperation 
received  in  all  phases  of  Public  Health  in  Berlin. 

B  Restaurant  Inspection.  The  main  problem  under  this  head- 
ing concerns  strict  sanitation  with  particular  attention  to 
food  served  the  restaurant  patron.  The  persons  partaking 
of  foods  dispensed  include  a  large  fraction  of  the  total 
population  of  this  city,  and  all  of  them  depend  on  the 
ability  of  the  dispenser  plus  whatever  inspection  service 
provided  by  the  Health  Department.  For  these  reasons 
the  City  Council  approved  and  passed  on  October  5th  the 
restaurant  ordinance  governing  sanitation  in  all  "Eating 
and  Drinking  Establishments"  for  the  City  of  Berlin.  This 
law  sets  forth  specific  sanitary  standards ;  licensing  of  all

restaurants   after   May  31,   1949;   and  periodic   inspections 
by  the  health  department. 

C  Markets.  Businesses  handling  meat  and  meat  products, 
fish  and  poultry  must  be  held  to  high  standards  of  sani- 
tation. Exposure  to  flies,  dust  or  other  contamination, 
cleanliness  of  the  premises  and  personnel,  proper  refrigera- 
tion and  the  like  are  required  by  state  statute. 

SANITARY    ENGINEERING 

A  Water  Supply.  City  and  private  water  supplies  were  bac- 
terialogically  and  chemically  analyzed  periodically  to  insure 
clean  and  safe  water  for  the  community. 

B  Sewage  Disposal.  The  greater  part  of  the  city's  sewage 
is  disposed  of  by  means  of  sanitary  sewer  system,  main- 
tained by  the  Public  Works  Department.  Several  sewage 
outlets,  in  this  city,  are  still  to  this  date  wide  open  and 
therefore  of¥er  excellent  sources  of  infection  with  com- 
municable diseases. 

C  Rodent  Control.  The  department  suppHes  various  liquid 
insecticides  for  the  effective  control  of  rodents.  Powders 
are  sometimes  used  with  effectiveness  and  we  have  sup- 
plied quantities  of  this  to  citizens  at  their  requests.  No 
charge  is  made  for  this  service. 

ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES.  Nuisances  as  such  consti- 
tute a  miscellaneous  group  of  conditions  usually  called  "com- 
plaints received."  Insects,  odors  from  garbage,  sewage,  animal 
pens,  pollution  of  streams  or  shores,  refuse  collection,  indus- 
trial complaints,  objectionable  vapors  and  gasses  and  excessive 
noise  include  the  most  frequent  nuisances.  The  department 
received  120  such  complaints,  as  listed  above. 

III.      ADMINISTRATIVE     FUNCTIONS 

STATISTICS.  The  recording  of  births,  deaths,  and  other  vital 
statistics  is  of  great  importance  in  the  field  of  Public  Health. 
Systems  of  handling  and  recording  must  be  complete,  com- 
prehensive and  accurate.

LIBRARY  STANDARDS 

The  bulletin  of  New  Hampshire  Public  Libraries  for  De- 
cember, 1948,  published  a  list  of  "must"  reference  books,  which 
should  be  in  every  library.  We  are  happy  and  proud  to  report 
the  following  list  of  "musts"  that  can  be  found  in  the  Berlin 
Public  Library. 
Encyclopedias.     The  bulletin  lists   four  sets   of  encyclopedias,  of 

which  we  have  three. 
Year  Books  and  Almanacs.      The  library  has  four  of  the  five  re- 
quired. 
Dictionaries.     Under  Dictionaries,  two  of  the  three  required  are 

available. 
Bibliographies   &   Indexes.     Ten   are   listed,   of   these   the   library 

has  six. 
Biography.     Six  of  these  reference  books  are  listed.     The  library 

has  three  of  the  required  list. 
Religion.     Under  the  heading  Religion,  two  of  the  three   Bibles 

listed  can  be  found  in  the  library. 
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Music.     Ill  this  group,    four    of    the    required    seven    are    in    the 

library. 
Art.     The   Hbrary  has   all  the  books   on   the  required   list. 
Literature.     The    Library    Bulletin    lists    thirteen   on    this    subject, 

of   which   the   library   has   eight. 
History.     The  library  has  all  but  two  of  the  seven   required  on 

the  list. 
Technjcal  Manuals.     Of  the  six  required,   three   are   to  be   found 

in    the    library. 

This  New  ILimpshire  Bulletin  is  on  file  at  the  Public  Library, 
and  is  available,  upon  request,  to  the  public  at  any  time. 

Circulation 

The  circulation,  this  year,  has  been  very  encouraging,  and  a 
decided  increase  has  been  shown  in  the  Children's  Department. 
The  many  calls  for  primers  and  easy  readers  have  been  answered, 
and  a  large  number  of  new  books  for  grades  one  and  two  have 
been  purchased,  and  in  the  future  will  be  found  on  a  special 
shelf  in  the  juvenile  department. 

This  year,  more  than  ever,  the  telephone  has  required  more 
attention  from  the  staff,  and  although  these  services  are  not  re- 
corded, many  favorable  comments  have  been  received  on  the  way 
these  calls  are  handled. 

Again  the  State  Library  has  been  verj-  generous  and  prompt 
in  sending  books,  magazines  and  records  for  our  borrowers. 
During  the  year  1948,  we  borrowed  249  books  and  86  records. 

A  very  valuable  reference  book  "The  Lincoln  Library  of 
Essential  Information"  was  added  to  our  reference  room  in  1948. 
Also  the  "Consumer's  Digest." 

Repairs 

During  the  summer  of  1948,  the  Children's  Department  was 
thoroughly  cleaned,  walls  painted  and  new  draperies  bought. 
The  result  is  a  very  bright,  cheerful  and  pleasant  room  which 
the  city  may  well  be  proud  of. 

Personnel 

The  staff  remains  the  same,  with  three  extra  girls  trained  as 
substitutes.  In  May,  the  Librarian  and  Trustee,  Mrs.  Marion 
Steady,  attended  a  two-day  library  convention  in  Concord,  N.  H. 
This  meeting  proved  very  helpful,  many  ideas  were  exchanged 
and  problems   solved. 

General 

The  annual  Children's  Book  Week  was  celebrated  in  Novem- 
ber.     Miss    Laflni    decorated    the    rooms    very    attractively    with 
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balloons,  posters  and  book  jackets.  New  books  were  on  display- 
on  tables  and  admired  by  the  children.  During  the  week  over 
100  new  borrowers  registered,  and  the  new  books  were  released 
for  circulation  on  Saturday.  Again  this  year,  the  teachers  from 
the  grade  schools  cooperated  with  us  by  bringing  in  their  pupils 
to  visit  the  library. 

In  the  adult  department  many  book  displays  were  arranged 
with  appropriate  posters  during  the  year.  These  displays  proved 
very  popular.  Reviews  of  the  latest  books  were  written  up  every 
week  and  appeared  in  our  local  newspaper.  The  Berlin  Reporter 
was  very  generous  with  space  provided  for  this  purpose.  That 
these  reviews  are  popular,  can  well  be  judged  by  the  number  of 
calls  and  requests  for  these  books. 

Recommentlations 

Again  this  year,  we  recommend  the  painting  on  all  the  trim 
on  the  outside  of  the  library.  More  shelves  are  needed  for  books 
and  the  lighting  in  the  non-fiction  shelves  is  very  inadequate. 
Weather  stripping  or  storm  windows  are  recommended.  This 
would  be  a  great  saving  of  heat  and  assure  the  comfort  of  our 
patrons.

We  herewith  submit  our  annual  report  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  January  31,   1949. 

During  the  year  several  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  de- 
partment were  made.  Sgt.  Landry,  plain-clothes-man,  was  ele- 
vated to  Assistant  Marshal  and  assigned  to  headquarters.  Officer 
King  was  elevated  to  Sergeant  and  assigned  to  plain-clothes-man 
duty.  Officer  L'Heureux  elevated  to  Sergeant  and  assigned  to 
desk  duty.  Officer  Daniels  was  transferred  from  patrol  duty  to 
meter  duty.  These  changes  necessitated  the  employment  of  an 
extra  man  and  Robert  Gagne,  a  World  War  II  veteran,  was  em- 
ployed  and   assigned   to   regular   patrol   duty. 

During  the  year  we  purchased  a  new  car  for  cruiser  duty,  re- 
placing one  that  had  become  too  expensive  to  operate. 

Mr.  Arthur  O.  Dupont,  whose  term  expired  September  1st, 
1948,  was  reappointed  to  the  Commission  for  another  three  years. 

With  the  increase  in  personnel  and  the  extra  labor  on  account 
of  parking  meters  we  are  in  need  of  larger  quarters,  all  space 
in  the  present  quarters  having  been  utilized  for  lockers  and 
storage. 

For  activities  and  financial  report  of  the  department,  we  refer 
you  to  the  report  of  the  City  Marshal.

Board  of  Education 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

Herewith  we  submit  a  brief  report  of  the  Department  of 
Education  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  1949.  A  more 
detailed  report  is  prepared  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  and 
additional  information  may  be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent   of   Schools. 

Total  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  1949, 
were  $305,045.03.  Total  credits  were  $305,054.05,  of  which  $253,000.00 
was  obtained  from  local  taxes  while  $52,054.05  was  received  from 
other  sources,  as  shown  in  the  financial  statement,  a  part  of  this 
report.  This  shows  a  net  increase  of  $24,312.00  over  last  3'ear's 
city  appropriation.  This  increase  was  due  primarily  to  salary 
increases  to  teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  school  de- 
partment as  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  and  to 
increased  fuel  and  other  costs  which  seemed  unavoidable. 

Of  immediate  concern  to  your  School  Board  is  a  new  legis- 
lative bill  for  distribution  of  state  aid  on  an  all-equalization 
formula,  wherein  Berlin  would  seemingly  receive  no  such  state 
aid.  If  this  bill  is  passed  in  its  present  form,  Berlin  will  lose 
the  $17,405.00  state  aid  which  it  has  received  annually  for  the 
past  two  years  and  the  local  appropriation  will  have  to  be  in- 
creased by  that  amount  if  we  are  to  maintain  present  services. 
Your  Board  will  continue  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  see  that  Berlin 
receives  its  fair  share  of  any  federal  or  state  funds  that  may  be 
made  available.  Regardless  of  whether  or  not  we  receive  state 
aid,  it  is  evident  that  Berlin  is  able  and  determined  to  provide 
the  best  in  education  for  its  children,  and  will  continue  to  gen- 
erously support  a  program  which  returns  so  much  in  individual 
happiness  and  community  progress. 

No  important  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year. 
Rather  has  our  effort  been  to  maintain  and  improve  our  present 
program,  which  includes  a  modern  elementary  program  from 
kindergarten  through  grade  six,  and  a  six-year  junior-senior  high 
school,  providing  a  strong  college  preparatory  course,  a  diversified 
industrial  arts  and  vocational  course  including  Commercial  courses, 
practical  Shop  courses  in  Auto  Mechanics,  Machine  Shop,  Wood- 
work, Printing,  Mechanical  Drawing,  and  Home  Economics,  as  well 
as  cooperative  work-experience  opportunities  in  Distributive  Edu- 
cation    and     Diversified    Trades    and     Industries.      In     these    co- 
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operative  courses,  pupils  receive  their  job-experience  in  the  stores 
or  in  the  shops  of  the  city  where  they  w^ork  for  at  least  fifteen 
hours  weekly  under  real  work  conditions.  In  addition,  they  take 
two  academic  subjects  and  have  two  additional  periods  of  related 
work  with  a  school  coordinator. 

Continued  interest  in  night  school  classes  has  been  maintained 
with  over  650  individuals  enrolled  in  twenty  different  classes. 

Improved  facilities  in  the  form  of  additional  plaj'ground  and 
athletic  fields  provided  by  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission 
will  make  possible  a  much  stronger  physical  education  program 
and  a  better  athletic  situation  which  has  been  so  handicapped  for 
many   years. 

As  has  been  stated  many  times,  a  school  is  no  better  than 
its  teachers.  Berlin  has  indeed  been  extremeh'^  fortunate  in  ob- 
taining and  retaining  an  excellent  teaching  staff.  During  the  past 
few  years,  in  spite  of  the  nation-wide  teacher  shortage,  teacher 
turn-over  in  Berlin  has  been  at  a  minimum.  This  is  largely  due 
to  the  broadminded  attitude  of  Berlin  citizens  generally,  which 
allows  a  teacher  full  freedom  to  live  a  sane,  normal  existence, 
a  condition  not  found  in  many  communities. 

A  teachers'  workshop,  held  for  four  days  in  September  just 
before  the  opening  of  schools,  has  proved  of  real  value  in  focusing 
attention  on  the  many  sidedness  of  child  growth,  and  the  need 
of  special  attention  to  the  development  of  attitudes  and  habits, 
and  the  importance  of  moral,  social,  and  civic  competency.  Such 
a  united  democratic  approach  to  the  many  school  problems  will 
mean  much  to  the  future  of  Berlin  schools. 

Note  should  be  made  of  the  death,  December  26,  1948,  of  one 
of  Berlin's  finest  teachers,  Richard  Towers,  who  taught  Machine 
Shop  in  Berlin  High  School  for  over  thirty-four  3'ears.  His 
many  pupils  will  remember  him  not  only  as  a  real  teacher,  but 
as  a  sincere  friend,  who  inspired  many  to  a  richer  life.  His  pass- 
ing is  a  distinct  loss  to  Berlin. 

We  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Mayor,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council,  to  the  teachers  and  other  co-workers, 
and  to  the  many  others  who  have  been  very  generous  in  their 
support  of  our  Berlin   Public  Schools.

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REPORT   OF   THE    FOREST   FIRE    WARDEN 

Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish  brush  and 
woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest  protection  in 
1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions  nearly  equalling  at  times 
those  of  1947  when  great  losses  were  suffered  in  New  Hamp- 
shire and  New  England,  fire  damage  and  loss  this  year  have 
been  gratifyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we  can 
hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us  remember 
that  in  any  year,  over  907o  of  all  fires  are  caused  by  carelessness 
and  that  all  of  these  man-made  fires   are   preventable. 

Today  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than  for 
many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists  who 
use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous  than  ever  before. 
We  must  therefore  be  ready  for  fires  which  might  occur  but, 
above  all,  prevention  by  everyone  is  the  greater  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will  help, 
as  follows  : 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before 
kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  tobacco 
before  dropping  or  throwing  them  away.  In  auto- 
mobiles, always   use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without  delay. 
The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple   rules  will  go  far 

to  insure  safetj-  from  fire   damage   and  your  cooperation  in   this 
way  is  earnestly  soHcited.
